One man 
was accused of having killed his father 
and mother, his father-in-law and 
mother-in-law and finally his wife. 
Women were accused of poisoning their 
closest relatives.— New York Sun.

work the biggest grain harvester in the 
world on .Roberta island, in the San 
Joaquin river, near Stockton, Gal. The 
machine tarns oat three 60 pound sacks 
of wheat every minute. The machine 
las a catting fine of 53 feet, and it also 
threshs^'and socis the grain. In one 
ran ar«xii)d a 4,000 acre field it will 
ton <mt hundreds of sacks of wheat 
ready for market. 


The cost of harvesting has been re 


dnced to a minimcm by this machine, 
and the number of days consumed in 
getting a large field ready for market 
rill be about half that of the regular 


. Sight or tea iatm handle it 


easily while it is turning oat from 
1,500 to 1,800 sacs* a day of ten hours 
and sweeping 100 acres of grain clean. 


At present it is working in'the heav- 


iest wheat ever grown in this country. 
The grain on the islands has always 
been tall and of rank growth, but this 
year it was much heavier than in past 


No difficulty has been experi- 


enced to harvesting, as the traction en- 
gine, which was built especially for the 
machine, pushes it through the thick 
grain with about the same ease that an 
ordinary engine would draw a wagon 
over a country road.—New York Snu.

The service 
rendered is unilateral. But it is easy to 
understand that by the exercise of ex- 
tremely little intelligence, if not nc- 
oonscioQslv, th« crocodile may be led to 
defend its trochilns. 


Sometimes one animal will borrow 


the services of another temporarily, as 
in the case of the serpent who is ferried 
across a river by a dnck, or, iut fre- 
quently Eeen. several animals assibt one 
another ill crossing streams of water, in 
lifting large stones, iu moving the 
trunks of trees, ia constructing dams, in 
Imnting or in motnal defense. Aphids, 
who have tbe power of secreting an ab- 
dominal fluid of which ants are passion- 
ately fund, are kvpt by tbo ants in sta- 
bles like milk cows aud carefaHy 
watched.—Chicago Xews.

PATENT APPLICATIONS. 


AU EngUsh inventor— ii ame or loca- 


tion v?e do nrt (iud given— is said to 
have contrived a tool capable of being 
attached to any machine or apparatus 
having n tranRvermng slide and a fixed 
table that will bend cardboard witbout 
the nred of a score cnt, thus preserving 
the full strength of tho material at the 
bend. The tool in question is formed of 
metal cr wood and is in two parts, one 
having a recess on one edge and the 
other a straight edge, having the upper 
edge rounded off to fit into the recess 
on the edge of thr first part, allowing 
space between equal to tbe thickness of 
the g^tistouco to he bent — the length of 
the straight edge to be made to the 
longest bry/1 required.

Intton Are Rejected. 


The applications for patents filed av- 


erage about 135 a day. There are 35 
principal examiners, with perhaps 200 
assistants. Every examiner and every 
assistant examiner has his own special- 
ty. Let us take the case, say, of a poor 
inventor living in Oregon. He makes a 
rateable invention and desires to ob- 
tain a patent He sends his application 
with f 15 to tbe commissioner of pat- 
ents. It is referred to the examiner hav- 
ing charge of that peculiar class of in- 
ventions. It is his duty to reject it if 
anything can be found on which to base 
a rejection. Nearly 600,000 patents 
have been granted in tbe United States, 
and probably -more than 1,000,000 in 
tbe rest of tbe world. If any of these 
anticipate tbe invention, tbe examiner 
must reject the application. It is not 
necessary that exactly tbe same thing 
should have existed before, for if any- 
thing substantially similar can be found 
the applicant must go to tbe wall But, 
more than this, if anything similar has 
been described in any printed publica- 
tion, iu any language, anywhere in ths 
world, or if without being patented or 
described in print it has been used any- 
where in tue United States, tbe exam- 
iner should reject. 


The rub COUK>H all the time upon tho 


degree of similarity which will consti- 
tute an auUoipation of the invention. 
A tremendous responsibility, it will ba 
seen, is thus thrown upon the examiner 
He wants to be safe. 
It- is both bis 


pride aud his duty not to allow a patent 
to go our that ought to bave been re- 
jected. The consequence is that a great 
maiiy examiners reject almost every- 
thing ou the first examination. No mat- 
ter licw broadly now the invention may 
be, something can always be found that 
is akin to it T he ue;,resl: thing that can 
be found i.s used as j basis for rejection.

Besides, he 
says, the glassy rooks produced by tbe 
nearest volcanoes are quite different in 
tbci; nature from the material of the 
bans. He suspected that the mystarians 
objects were ejected ages ago from the 
volcanoes of tbe moou and afterward 
foil upon the earth.
